The country can better afford to be taxed lib- 

erally for the improvement of Western rivers and 
for the opening of ship canals between 
natural water courses, which will afford 
and unobstructed channels for the internal com- 
merce of the country for all time, than it can to 
have that commerce remain forever dependent 
upon the caprice of private monopelists, who 
would tax it to death, provided that such a re- 
sult tpvoived po lose to themselves. Not only 
should the sgricuiture of the West have the ben- 
efit of Mberal appropriations by Congress, for the 
removal of obstructions to navigation in the 
Mississippi, Missourt and Obto rivers, but the 
minor navigable streems which drain the areat 
vheat-growing region should be looked after 
and utilized. 
A ship canal shou'ld be opened to connect the 
Father of Waters with Lake Michigan, another 
to couneet the head-waters of the Ohio and the 
James on the East. and still another to complete 
the chan of Jake navigation on the North. The 
New York and Erie Canal sheuld also be en- 
larged and made free. The eost of these inter- 
nal improvements, constituting as they would 
great natural highwass of commerce, would be 
a cheep and profitable iuvesiment for the people 
of the country at large, without regard to sec- 
tion or locality. 

But besond the opening of these water routes, 
something will bave to be done, sooner or later. 
for the accommodation of overland traffic across 
that belt of our territory which is cut off from 
navigation facilities during the winter. That is 
the season of tne year when the railroad monop- 
oly pinches the hardest, and when there ts the 
greatest need of independent and competitive 
lines of transportation. These, of course, must 
be railroad lines; but they must also be man- 
aged strictly im ine iaterests of the commercial 
public, and be free from all entangliog alliances. 
But iu o: der to be thus managed, they must be 
owned by the public. And why not have a free 
railway between the Atlantic seaboard and the 
Mississipp! Valley for the benefit of trade and 
commerce, as well as free harbors, free rivers, 
aod free canals, maintained at an immense an- 
nual cost to the public treasury? We have now 
by set of Congress interior ports of entry for our 
foreign trade thousands of miles from the sea- 
board, and accessible only by land routes. It 
would be no more a stretch of. conetitutional 
power for Congress to open a public highway to 
these recogbized ports of entry than for it to ex- 
pend millions of dollars for the improvement ot 
our barbors and rivers for shipping.

A * days since, I was informed tha 
the execution of a criminal guilty o 
robbery and murder was appointed to take 

lace on the following morning at 8 o clock. 
ccordingly, at hal Fare 6, 1 started in 
company with three friends for the (tobi, 
or execution ground, distant from Yo- 
kahama about three milte. The ride, full 
of novelty as it would be toa stranger, is 
of little interest to old residents, being en- 
tirely through the native town of Yoka- 
hama, with which, for quality and variety 
of stinks, not even Cologne could com- 
pare, and which on stomachs undefended 
by breakfast told most painfully. After 
passing the Muige hill we leave the high 
oad, and turn down a lane entirely over- 
hadowed by fir and bamboo, from which 
we emerge on tc an open plain. That is the 
execution ground on the slight hill to the 
left, a clear space surrounded on three 
sides by tall trees. There is a crowd of, 
perhaps, a thousand Japanese, and min- 
gied with them a few foreigners, most! 
soldiers and blue-jackets. Riding throug 
@ field of ripening grain to within a hun- 
dred yards of the cleared ground, we leave 
our horses, and, escorted by a most polite 
official, enter the place of execution. We 
find a space of about 40 feet by 50 enclosed 
by slight stakes and ropes, around which 
the crowd is congregated, a passage being 
kept clear at one corner for the entrance 
of the prisoner and officials. Our acquain- 
tance with some of the latter procures us 
admission within the ropes, and being 
there we wish ourselveszwell out again— 
we are so horribly near to the preparations. 
We stand with our backs against a low 
hut of bamboo—palm thatched—ia which, 
squatting on the ground, are half a dozen 
coolies, neatly dressed in tight be ap 
garments of blue and white. There is al- 
so a man of about 45 years of age, with a 
very pleasant face, a small thin man of 
muscular strength, not over five feet three 
inches in height, but cleanly made. This 
is the head executioner, to be put out of 
the world by whom is almost a boon, so 
dextrous is he. Leaning against the side 
of the hut, is a sword with blade about 
three feet long, and handie about one foot 
in length, bound with white linen, and 
without any hilt. To our right, about 
four paces distant, is a freshly-dug hole, 
about two feet square and 18 inches deep, 
at the side of which is a roll of rough mats. 
On our left, close tothe ropes, are two up- 
rights about four feet in hight, supporting 
a cross piece, into which is driven an iron 
spike, on either side of whichis a lump 
of clay. One ofthe assistants brings a 
pail of water and wooden dipper,and 
places it by the side of the hole. Three 
sides of the enclosure are surrounded by 
trees, into which some few blue-jackets 


have climbed. The crowd against 
the ropes,the front rank ling-or git- 
ting.

on the slope of a little hill, and ig clear of 
spectators. It looks toward the east to 
Yedo, so that the criminal kneels with his 
face toward the capital.

The officials go forward to the open-~ 
ing in the enclosure set apart for the en- 
trance of the prisoner. Arrived there, the 
procession halts. and a white cloth is 
bound around the criminal’s eyes. Then 
all enter the inclosure. First come two men 
8 large lanterns, unlighted, then 
four others carrying long staves with 
strangly-shaped iron heahs. Several offi- 
cials, followed by the prisoner, blind-fold~ 
ed and with his hands tried behind him, an 
attendant at either side of him, but he 
walks firmly and unsupported. He 


| wears no appearance of bravado, but there 
is no trace of fear, and his eyes are smil- 


ing. By his dress he evidently belongs 
to one of the better class; on his 
breast is a large paper on which 
are inscribed his crimes. Three 
of the officials seat themselves about six 
paces distant from the appointed spot, to 
witness the execution.
